Gas export has been the major issue 
before the legislature of Alberta in its 
first week of debate. The government 
has recommended that more explora- 
tion will have to be done before per- 
mission to export natural gas from 
Alberta is granted. 

CCF leader, Elmer Roper, Edmon- 
ton, first opposition speaker, cam 
mended the government stand and ex- 
pressed the hope that it would not be 
changed without reference to the 
people. The CCF has opposed natural 
gas export on the grounds that if it 
is kept here the people of Alberta will 
benefit as industries would be estab- 
lished in the province rather than at 
the end of the pipeline. Mr, Roper 
noted that a celanese plant would be 
built at Edmonton, to make use of the 
natural gas, and implied that other 
industries could be expected to follow 
suit, 

Liberal speakers took another stand. 
J, Harper Prowse, party leader and 
Hugh John MacDonald, Calgary, the
